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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the limitations 
of Ra, Rz, and Rmax on each side, and the ratios of Ra, Rz, and Rmax on both sides as 
set forth in independent claims 1 , 2, and 3 define over the cited art. The examiner 
accepts applicant's amendment to the specification as being a correction of an 
inadvertent error in the translation of the International Stage filing of the instant 
specification. Hata is taken as teaching away from the Ra being greater than .3 microns 
and there is no motivation to combine the metal surface roughness of Hardee et al. with 
the ceramic surface of Hata. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, 
should preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly 
labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

2. The restriction requirement between the article and method claims given in the 
paper mailed 20 August 2008 is withdrawn, as the method claims have all of the 
limitations of the allowed article claims. The method claims 5-7 and 10-20 have been 
rejoined with the allowed article claims 1-4, 8-9 and 21-23.
